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College Park Site Seems Preferred 
For Solid Waste Recovery Program 


CityCouncil Agrees With APB 
On WSSC Storm Water Plan

At its November 7 meeting City Council voted its pref¬ 
erence for a $1.9 million stormwater management facility 
plan for the Hanover Parkway area — one of several plans 
put forward by the Washington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission. The plan must now be reviewed by WSSC for a 
hnal decision.

At a Maryland Environ¬ 
mental Service public meet¬ 
ing on Nov. 10, Cliff R. Wil¬ 
ley, chief of technical ser¬ 
vices, said no specific site 
has yet been chosen for the 
proposed resource recovery 
project in Prince Georges 
County. However, Anne C. 
Sloan, MES planner, told the 
37 people present that Site 
G, on Azalea Lane in Col¬ 
lege Park, looks the most 
promising . A final site deci¬ 
sion will be made in early 
December, she said. 

Most of the meeting was spent 
discussing the proposed sites. 
Sloan pointed out problems with 
most of them. 

Site A, near Interstate 95, 
she labeled “almost impossible.” 
There is too much trouble getting 
highway access there, she said. 

Site F, Smith’s Sand and 
Qireenbelt . Road, was 
described as a very “disturbed 
area” that may be in a flood 
plain. Another problem with Site 
P is its closeness to the proposed 
end of the Metro Green Line, 
Finally, steam lines from Site 
F to the university would have 
to follow the railroad right of 
way, which would increase costs 
of the project, Sloan said. 

Site J, location of the present 
University of Maryland sceam 
plant, is too small to allow the 
existing plant to operate while 
a new plant is being built on the 
same site, Sloan said. In addi¬ 
tion, the site is too close to 
College Park Airport to allow 
compliance with smokestack reg¬ 
ulations. Several people attend¬ 
ing the meeting also mentioned 
traffic problems that would occur 
with Route 1, if Site J were 
used. 

Site L, near Litton on Calvert 
Road in College Park, has no 
nearby water supply, according 
to Sloan, In addition, the sceam 
line would have to follow the 
railroad right of way, increasijig 
the project’s costs. The property 
is also a valuable piece of uni¬ 
versity real estate for which the 
university may have other plans, 
Sloan said. A few people at the 
meeting expressed concern over 
the potential for noise exceeding 
safe decibel levels if Site L were 
used. Sloan said, “A site deter¬ 
mination is not going to be made 
on decibel levels.” She adde I, 
however, that the feasibility 
study found that decibel levels 
would be in the safe range. 

Truck Traffic 

Another major concern raised 
at the meeting was about the 
number of trucks involved m op¬ 
erating the proposed facility. If 
mass burning is used alone, with¬ 
out a transfer station elsewhere 
in the county, Willey estimated 
there would be SOO vehicles a day 
<600 trips) arriving at and de¬ 


parting from the burning plant. 
This would take place eight hours 
a day, five and a half days each 
week. If a transfer station were 
used, traffic volume would be 
reduced considerably. 

The number of trucks could be 
reduced by half, Willey said, if 
the rdf (refuse derived fuel) 
process, in which trash and gar¬ 
bage is sorted and shredded at a 
separate facility prior to burning, 
is used in addition to a transfer 
station. 

With the rdf process, though, 
refuse would be shipped in trucks 
larger than those used to collect 
trash in local communities. The 
large, sealed trucks are 18- 
wheelers, as seen in the 20-minute 
slide show which was presented 
at the meeting. 

MES does not expect that the 


Libby Cartwright of Ridge 
Road has been catching the train 
at Berwyn for more than three 
years. She has a parking space 
downtown but says she rides the 
train because she does not like 
the traffic associated with driv¬ 
ing into town. 

“It really takes less time than 
driving in traffic,” she said. 

From Berwyn, the big silver 
trains usually take less than 20 
minutes to reach Union Station. 
Union Station, at Massachusetts 
Avenue and North Capitol 
Street, provides connections with 
Metrorail to other parts of the 
city. 

Katy Kidwell, who lives on Ed- 
monston Road in Springhill Lake, 
recommends the commuter train 
over the New Carrollton Metro, 
At the Berwyn station she said, 
“It’s great. I drive here and walk 
two blocks to work. It beats pub¬ 
lic transportation by about 40 
minutes,” she said. 

The Berwyn station, at Berwyn 
Road and 54th Avenue, near the 
Motor Vehicle Administration, 
has free parking and a shelter 
to protect commuters from harsh 
weather. 

Every weekday morning trains 
going into Washington stop in 
Berwyn at 6:20, 7:23, and 8:24. 
In the evening trains from Wash¬ 
ington return to Berwyn on their 
way to Baltimore at 5:20, 5:51 
and 6:31. In addition to these 
trains for Washington commu¬ 
ters, one train travels into Bal¬ 
timore each morning and another 


larger trucks will wear out Prince 
Georges County roads faster, 
Willey said. These trucks would 
represent only a fraction of the 
average daily traffic. Therefore, 
effects would be minimal, he said. 
But several people present ex¬ 
pressed skepticism on this point. 

The reality of half as many 
trucks (using the rdf process 
and a transfer station) still 
works out to 150 vehicles per 
day (300 trips to and from the 
facility). For an eight-hour day 
that could mean 18-20 trucks ar¬ 
riving and departing the facility 
each hour. Some effort could be 
made to concentrate arrivals and 
departures to certain morning 
and afternoon hours. Willey said 
the large trucks would cause 
some extra noise, mainly as they

returns from Baltimore each eve¬ 
ning. 

A MDOT spokeswoman said 
a commuter station will be built 
in Greenbelt before the Green- 
belt Metrorail station is finished. 
This new station, which will re¬ 
place the Berwyn facility, will 
have more lighting, better access 
and a larger, paved parking lot 
because it will be built near the 
future Metrorail site. It will 
probably open in 1986 when 
Metro interim parking lots and 
access roads are completed. 

The Metrorail station probably 
will not be completed until 1991, 
according to A1 Long, Metro’s 
assistant director of public af¬ 
fairs. The Greenbelt line will be 
one of the last to be completed 
because portions of the route 
have yet to be “clearly defined,” 
Long said. Construction on the 
station itself should begin by 
1986, about five years before it 
is expected to be completed. 

According to Long, the Green¬ 
belt station, which will be built 
along the existing B&O tracks, 
will be equipped to handle eight- 
car trains, making it about the 
same size as the New Carroll¬ 
ton staUon. 

Commuters will have access to 
both sides of the station and 
there will be paricing for 3,000 
cars. Long said that Is a “very 
large” parking area. At present 
the largest parking area at a 
Metrorail station has 2,500 
spaces. 

For now, though, some Green- 


The council voted unanimously 
to support the plan which was 
recommended by the city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. The APB 
considered four major alterna¬ 
tives presented by WSSC and al¬ 
so unanimously favored the fl.9 
million plan. The plans to up¬ 
grade the existing drainage sys¬ 
tem ranged from $1.7 million to 
$2.1 million. 

The two unnamed tributaries 
considered in the plan flow under 
H-anovei: Parkway and meet 

shortly before the Capital Belt- 
way culvert. According to the 
APB report, the first tributary 
flows south collecting runoff from 
a section of GHI near the Green 
Ridge House, Greenbriar Pha.se 
I, Greenway Center and the 
Maryland Trade Center. The sec¬ 
ond tributary flows west collect- 
ting runoff from Windsor Green 
and undeveloped land north of 
the Goddard Space Village Ap¬ 
artments. 

The Draft Stormwater Man¬ 
agement Facility Plan for Han¬ 
over Parkway was created by the 
Stormwater Planning Unit of the 
WSSC. In Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty this agency has authority over 
the control and disposition of sur¬ 
face water. 

Because of recent development 
and expected future develjpment 
in the area, potential down¬ 
stream flooding, erosion, sedimen¬ 
tation and other environmental 
problems caused the WSSC to 
present the plan to the city coun¬ 
cil at its Oct. 3 meeting. 

According to the WSSC report, 
there is evidence that the two 
culverts under Hanover Park¬ 
way are “grossly undersized,”

and that the culvert sites offered 
“regional stormwater manage¬ 
ment capabilities.” 

Park Service Concerned 

Also the National Park Service 
expressed concern that develop¬ 
ment in the Hanover Parkway 
area would “adversely affect the 
aesthetics” of the stream which 
flows through Greenbelt Park. 

The approved plan, according 
to the WSSC report, would con¬ 
struct a water detention basin at 
two natural ponding rite^ One 
basin would be a six-foot-deep 
“wet pond” with a three-coat 
embankment at the second tribu¬ 
tary. The other basin, at the 
first tributary, would be a “dry 
pond.” The plan also includes 
smaller outflow structures to slow 
the downstream flow, and im¬ 
provements to the bank of the 
stream between Hanover Park¬ 
way and the Capital Beltway. 

A “wet pond” was supported 
by the APB because it “further 
enhances downstream water qual¬ 
ity by allowing solid matter to 
settle” and it could provide a 
safe recreational area. 

Some of the land in this area 
belongs to the Maryland-Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Planning 
Commission <M-NCPPC) and the 
APB recommended that the M- 
NCPPC be consulted in the de¬ 
sign of the facility because the 
ponding areas have possibilities 
for recreational facilities. 

The APB report also recom¬ 
mended the approved plan over 
the other alternatives because 
it provided the “least amount of 
disturbance to the surrounding 
areas in terms of trees and veg¬ 
etation lost to construction.” 

Citizens For Greenbelt

Finally, there will be a brief 
business meeting. Topics will 
include candidates for the com¬ 
ing general March meeting elec¬ 
tions and committee and execu¬ 
tive officer reports.

Some time ago the Greenbriar community, in resfionding 
to the impact of the growth of crime in this area, organized 
a crime-watch program which has been very effective. Resi¬ 
dents of Springhill Lake also have an ongoing program. 
Now citizens in Lakewood subdivision have taken the first 
step, through a neighborhood meeting, to organize a similar 
program. 

This seems to us the way for each neighborhood or¬ 
ganization to begin. The more we increase our knowledge 
about effective home security, the more we become alert to 
abnormal patterns of movement in our immediate areas, the 
more we work with our city police department—the safer 
will we all become from threats to life and property. We 
urge the officers of each citizens association to gear up as 
soon as possible in similar actions. And should they need a 
proverb to get them started, another old saying comes to 
mind: Forewarned is forearmed.

When members rake leaves 
from their yards the leaves 
should not be raked into a com¬ 
mon area or beside a neighbor's 
fence. 

Members are reminded to ob¬ 
tain permission for additions, re¬ 
modeling, sheds and other 
changes to GHI homes from the 
Staff Architects Office before be¬ 
ginning any work. 

The GHI Reception Office has 
information available for mem¬ 
bers on regulations, additions, re¬ 
sales and energy management.

started up or slowed down their 
engines upon arrival or departure 
at the facility. 

The proposed plant, which 
would produce steam to be piped 
to the University of Maryland 
for heating, could also produce 
electricity for sale to PEPCO. 
The facility would burn 1,200 
tons of refuse each day from 
north Prince Georges County, 
Willey said. It would reduce de¬ 
pendence on “landfilling” and in¬ 
crease protection of the environ¬ 
ment in Prince Georges County. 

Prince Georges County officials 
will have to decide whether to 
go ahead with the project, once 
MES completes the feasibility 
study and presents its project 
package to them in January, 
1984. 

If County officials decide to go 
ahead with the project, at least 
one year will elapse before con¬ 
struction could begin. Construc¬ 
tion itself will require three 
years, according to MES esti¬ 
mates, and at the earliest, the 
facility could be operational by 
1988. The average lifespan of 
these plants is 20 plus years. 

MES held the meeting to pro¬ 
vide information on the progress 
of the feasibility study. A slide 
show was used to explain what 
type of facility is proposed and 
to explain the energy recovery 
process. 

Several elements of the feasi¬ 
bility study are already com¬ 
pleted and reports available from 
MES. ITiese are: Waste Supply 
Analysis, Candidate Site Loca¬ 
tion Report, Procurement and Fi¬ 
nancing Considerations, and 
Technology Comparison.
